N Otwithftanding the rare L e wherewith' Mr. Baxter was 
IN. 2dorned, it is not to be marvelled, if in a Subject of this Nature, he did 
not ſo clearly diſcern the Truth as perhaps Come others, his Inferiors, have 
done.

Weeks, Hereupon he concluded, that ſince one of Daniel's Weeks was Seven 
Years, by the Forty Two Months muſt be meant Seven Times Forty Two, that 
is Two Hundred and Ninety Four Years; and finding that the Primitive Perſe- 
cutions continued ſo long, he concluded that to be the true Interpretation of 


the Forty Two Months. Suppoſe this ſtrange Impreſſion on Mr. Fox's Mind 
were (as I am apt to believe it was) from a good Angel, his Way of num-

Interpretations concerning Ant ichriſt are ſolidly and unanſwerably refuted b 

Molinew in his Strigil. and by Mareſius, who ſhews how Grotius does on all Oc- 
caſions Pelagianize. Vid. Mareſ. de Autichriſto, 7 134. Yet this Grotiis betore 
his Apoſtaſie could ſee a future Converſion of the Jews; for in his excellent 
Book De veritate Religions Chriſtians, he does acknowledge it, and pray for it. 
That Dr. Hammond has borrowed moſt of his Notions from Grotius (eſpecially 
his Apocalyptical ones) whoever compares them will quickly diſcern. They 
have both of them laid the Pope under an Obligation of Gratitude for endea- 
vouring to perſwadg the World that he is not Autichriſt: If the Pope will not 
thank them tor it, Unmpanella the Jeſuit does; for he ſuꝑpoſeth that the whole 
Proteſtant Cauſe is yielded, if this Point is once gained, (V. de Monarch. Hip. 
C. 27.) They jump with the Papiſts in making Antichriſt to be one particular 
Man, Simon Magus, or Caligula. That Notion has been abundantly refuted by

guilty Creature replyed with an Air that was very ſurpriſing, Thats more 
than all the Doctors in Cambridge can prove.

Therefore Anticbriſtianiſm is ſtiled 
The Myſtery of Iniquizty, Were Antichriſt a profeſſed Enemy to Chriſt, (as the 
unbelieving Jews are) his Iniquity would not be called a Myſtery.

| That the Turkiſh Empire is near ſome fatal Cataſtrophs, not only the eee | 
Poſture of Affairs there, but what is written in the Apocalypſe gives us Ground 
to believe. The Turks were prepared and raiſed up to be a killing Scourge to 
the Apoſtate Chriftian World, for the Space of an Hour, a Day, a Month, and 
4 Tear, Rev; 9. 15. which makes 396 Years. It is generally 2 that the 
Turkiſh Empire, in the preſent Ottomanical Family, began in the Year 1300. 
Frtauius makes it to be Two Years ſooner, but then it muſt ceaſe being a 
Vos before the Year 1696 is expired. That's the Time Mr. Brightman long ago 
fixed on. Alſted (in Na Prophetic. F: 164.) ſays, that fine dubio finem babes 
Tyrannis Turcica Anno Chriſti 1594.

That Year is 
Juſt now expired. We in America hear nothing of the Turks Downfall. 
' The Vifion is for an appointed Time, but at the End it ſhall ſpeak and not lye., 
There are alſo who think that the Twelve Hundred and Sixty Days will End with. 
the Year 96. So Mr. Beverly in his late Books, I remember that once in.Dif-- 
courſe with that worthy Man Three Years ſince, he told me that he did no more, 
doubt but that in the Yeas 97. there would be an happy Turn of Affairs, than 
he did queſtion whether to 'morrow would come after to day.

Earth, which it will not be before the Conflagration: The Fire of the ſudg- 
ment Day will purifie and renovate the World. The Scripture is expreſs, that 
the laſt Days of this preſent World will be perilous Times, 2 Tim. 3. 1. It is not 
ſaid ſome of the laſt Days will be ſo: Nor may we diſtinguiſh where the Scrip- 
ture does not. But how then can we believe that the laſt Thouſand Years of 
this World will be Times without any Peril? The New Heaven and the New- 
Earth which God has promiſed, i. e. the New World which ſhall begin with the 
Reſurrection, will be another kind of World than what this which we ſee is, 
and has been ever ſince the Fall of Adam. In that World they ſhall have Reſt 
and Retreſhing, Luk. zo.

Eight Books of Tſcudo-Sipylline Oracles which are in the Hands of many (not- 
withitanding what Iſaac Vaſius has ſaid to the cofitrary) were compoſed and im- 
poſed upon the World by the Fraud and Forgery of Chriſtians pretending ta 
be Inſpir'd Gentiles. Therefore Celſus in Origen ſcornfully calleth the Chriſti- 
ans Sibylliſta's, complaining that they themſelves were the Authors of thoſe 
Oracles which they attributed to the old Sibyts. Is it probable that the Gen- 
tiles ſhould have a more diſtin& Knowledge of the Trinity, of the Incatnatina 
and Sufferings of Chriſt, and of the particular Miracles wrought. by him than 
ever the Children of 1ſrael, or the Prophets, or the ſtles themſelves had;

Many Learned Men have thought that the Thouſand Years began either at 
the Birth or Death of our Saviour, or at the Deſtruction of Jeruſalem, or when. 
' Conſtantine the firſt Chriſtian Emperor was enthroned. This laſt Opinion 
is followed by many that have wrote on the Apocalypſe : But. the Reign or 
Proſperity of Chriſtians under Conſtantine continued not a Thouſand, nor. 
for more than Twenty or Thirty Years before unhappy Changes attend- 
ed them. From the Beginning to the End of the Millennium Satan is bound, 
which hitherto he has never been. If the Devil's Hands have been bound for 
a Thouſand Years, how then has he been able to ſtrike the Church with ſuch 
cruel Perſecutions ? And as much fince Conſtantine's Time as- before. Some 
ſay this Ligation of Satan does not imply his being Rope from perfecuting the: 
Church, only from being able to deceive the Nations. But he has deceiv'd the 
Nations within theſe Thouſand Years laſt paſt as much as ever ſince the World 
began. Has he not deceiv'd the Nations by his Prophet Mabomet?. And has he _. 
not deceiv'd the Nations by Antichriſt * It is ſtrange that any Man ſhould: + 
imagine that Satan bas not deceiv'd the Nations ſince Antichriſt came, * 
the Apoſtle ſays his coming wu after the working of Satan, with hing Wonders, and 
with all deceivableneſs of Unrigbteouſneſs, 2 Theſſ. 2. 9, 10. And if the Nations 
have not been deceived fince Conſtantine, how is it ſaid of the Beaſt, that 56 
deceives them that dwell on the Earth, Revel. 13. 14. It is ſaid that after the thou- 
ſand Tears are finiſhed Satan muſt be looſed a little Seaſon: But according to the 
mentioned Interpretations, the Thouſand Years were expired Four Hundred 
Years ago, which is more than a little Seaſon, compared with a Thouſand Years, . 
But why then is not Gog and Magog «deſtroyed by Fire from Heaven, nor the 
ultimate Judgment here? which without doubt it will be within leſs than FouF

that the ſeventh Trumpet has been ſounding ever fince that. He thinks that this 
Notion of his will (as he Phraſeth it) help to ſtay the Gadding Exped at ion of flu-" 
pendiow things to come, The Firſt Reſurection is with him the ſame with Converſion” 
and Regeneration. He would not have us believe that Chriſt will ever be on the 
Earth again, no not at the Day of Judgment. I am apt to think that Joband'” 
he had differing Sentiments as to that particular (ſee him on Revel. 20. p. 715, 
727.) But ſince the Time he fixes upon, the Witneſſes have been in Sackelorh.” 
and ſlain alſo. What Maſſacres have there been ſince that? Would Mr. Dur- 
bam deny that the Lord's faithful Witneſſes in England and Scotland: tog have” 
ſuffered a Civil Death ſince 1560 ? Yea fince 1660 ? And very lately in Huna, 
in Piedmont, in France, and in all Popiſþh Dominionsthe Witneſſes have beenflain...

It did confiſt of 
Seventy Elders beſides the Nafi. i. e. the Prince or Preſident of the Court, The 
moſt Aged or Venerable of the Jiidges was Vice-preſident, he was called 4b-b:th- 


din, the Fatherof the Houſe of Judgment. This helps to underſtand that Ex- 


preſſion of the Ancient of Days in the 7th of Daniel. Theſe Judges ſate ſemi-circle 
wiſe: The Naſi, or Prefident, in the midſt of them, the Father of the Confiſtory, or Vice 
1 next to him on his Right Hand. This gives Light to the Expreſſion 
of fitting on the right Hand of Power, Mark 14. 62. There were Two Scribes 
belonging to this Houſe of the great Judgment}; the one of which ſate on the 
Right Hang, he took the Votes for Ahſolution; the other on the Left Hand, who 
took the Votes for Condemnation.
